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There are many things that 
people take for granted in this 
world, in particular the fallacy that 
the best product is the standard — it 
does not work that way. If it did, 
MS-DOS would not be the de-facto 
operating system for personal 
computers. AsaComputerScience 
Major at a mid-sized university, it 
seems that the people here, in 
particular the Computer Science 
Majors, refuse to acknowledge the 
existence of operating systems 
other than DOS (or Windows), 
DOS will eventually go by the 
wayside, but it will be a good five 
years or so.

tool, but we 
should not use 
that as an excuse 
to keep from 
using something 
better. OS-9 is a 
prime example, 
as well as the 
operating 
system of the 
Amiga.

systems that are 
real-time and 
multi-tasking. 
OS/2 is also a 
good example, 
as it has been 
available even to 



PC users for several years, and it 
has not revolutionized the market. 
Eventually, however, someone is 
going to want to do something that 
their computer or operating system 
(DOS in particular) simply cannot 
do, and unless they know that they 
can get a computer to do it, they 
will just be frustrated and continue 
to use what they have. 

The CoCo, the Commodore 
64, the Atari 800, the Timex- 
Sinclair 1000, and even the old 
TRS-80 Model I have seen then- 
fame. They will, however, never 
"die." They are all excellent 
machines that are all very usable. 
All of these computers suffer from 
a lack of new applications, 
however, and no one is going to 
write any. Too many programmers 
need to eat. However, I know of 
one of each of the above machines 
(at least) that is still in operation

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today, and will be for many years. 
I just do not know of tens of 
thousands of them, because they 
just are not there anymore. 

If it works for you, use if! If 
you want something else, get it. 
Sooner or later everything that is 
popular will become obsolete in 
the eyes of the status quo. This 
should not discourage those people 
who are still using CoCos from 
continuing to use them. I still have 
a 1 28k CoCo III with no hard drive , 
and I use it every day. It does what 
I want it to, right now, but I want, 
and I will get, more, most likely an 
MM/1 or Kix30 until the Sun 
Microsystems SPARC based 
machines are in my price range. 
Eventually the Suns will be in my 
pricerange, or some better machine 



will be available in my price range 
(let's see those IBM/Apple/ 
Motorola Power PCs!), but I want 
an MM/1 now, and I am not going 
to sit here waiting for the "very 
best computer ever" to come out. 
There will never be a "very best 
computer*', because someone will 
always bring out another, better 
machine, until computers 
themselves become obsolete. 

I think the best way to view 
the computer market is to recall 
that computers are tools. Just like a 
wrench, the tool will do its job 
when you need it to unless you 
break it. If you work on one car all 
of the time (or just keep an 
inventory database), you only need 
the tools for that car (or you only 
need the machine your database 



was set up on). If you get a new car 
(you have new things you want to 
do with your computer), the old 
tools may or may not fit everything 
you need anymore. Instead of 
replacing the nuts and bolts that 
your tools will not fit anymore, you 
get some new tools. Some tools are 
very flexible and can be used for 
many different things (like a 
crescent wrench, an MM/1, a 
Macintosh, a PC Clone), but are 
therefore less appropriate than 
some other tools for specific things 
(like the Amiga for 
communications video). You can 
draw many, many analogies from 
the computers=tools view. 

Don *t sweat it if your friends 
move on, but don 't be afraid to tell 
them that your CoCo still does

everything you want it to. If you 
want to do more than your CoCo 
will do, don't feel tied to it too 
deeply, and remember that it is 
okay to acquire another machine in 
addition to your CoCo. Physical 
space may eventually be a problem, 
in which case you will have to 
make some choices, but that 
situation seems remarkably like a 
description of life in general. 

OS-9000 is arguably (and 
certainly in my opinion) the very 
best operating system that there is 
for Intel 386/486/Pentium based 
machines, followed closely by the 
UNIX clones, especially linux, 
which is free. The Intel machines 
have traditionally been unpopular 
with programmers (myself 
included), especially assembly 



programmers, but to high-level 
language programmers and users, 
the problems inherent with the Intel 
architecture are minor and pretty 
much hidden. I have hung a few 
OS-9000 posters here and will 
continue to preach its superiority. 
The only argument I have is the 
price of the software, especially 
the OS (until now ! ) itself and Ultra- 
C, MShell, and Gwindows, 
Everything else about OS-9000 
kicks total butt (although there are 
a few additional things a lot of us 
would like to see written into the 
kernel, such as threads). 

Keep in mind that in 50, 25, 
even 15 or 10 years, OS-9000 will 
be surpassed in cost and quality by 
some other operating system. But 
don ' t let that keep you from getting 



it now! Some day someone's going 
to build a better car than the '93 
models, but people are going to 
buy '93 cars to drive, and drive the 
heck out of them!

Fest Report 

Hmmm.., there seems to be a 
trend here. The less perceived support 
for our beloved computer, the more 
festivals we have. This festival was 
first offered as a rumor at the '92 
CoCoFest 3 in Atlanta, and it must be 
said that the Mid Iowa & Country CoCo 
Club did a great job in turning this 
rumor into a reality. So, let me get on 
with it! 

Where? The Travel Lodge Inn in 
Des Moines, Iowa (a few blocks away 
from the offices of Microware, creators 
of OS-9). Why? because the good 
members of the Mid Iowa & Country 
CoCo Club thought it would be a good 
idea! How? In full Fest flair with 
complete booths with backdrops in a 
nice hotel with very affordable rates. 
About theonly thinglacking were "real" 
name badges and booth signs. At this 
Fest, a printed square safety-pinned to 
your shift served as an entry badge. 

There was not much of anything 
to do on the first night. I was a bit upset 
to find this Fest area providing 
backdrops after I spent so much time 
creating the "Mach II" version of our 
"PVC Nightmare" backdrop wc used 
at the Atlanta CoCo Fest 3. We set this 
up and wandered around chatting. Not 
really much to say, except that I spent 
most of the night printing out banners 
for the Saturday show and chatting 
with various Fest people. 

Twelve vendors were scheduled 
to attend, but only eleven booths were 
manned. Without CoCoPro, many 
classic "expected" items were not there. 
Without Burke and Burke, Zebra, and 
Sundog, many other items were sadly 
missed. Here are the vendors that were 
exhibiting: 

ACS, Inc. Used Equipment :Thc 
Atlanta Computer Society came down 
to check things out and see if interest 
would remain this year for a fourth 
CoCoFest in Atlanta. They sold various 
pieces of hardware and software 



including an American made CoCo 

and cases, etc. 

Mid Iowa & Country CoCo: 
Taking memberships and showing off 
their Upgrade National Diskmagazine, 
a really nice looking disk-based 
newsletter with plenty of graphics and 
humor. 

Sub-Etha Software-. There we 
were with our normal line of software 
including MiniBanners, Checkbook*, 
InfoPatch, N*Johnson Software, Carl 
England Utilities, and the new OSK 
products such as Etna-GUI and the new 
Write-Right WYSIWYG "what you 
see is what you get" word processor 
which was the big hit for us, 

Burke & Burke: They did not 
make it. I heard it was due to a canceled 
flight. It was said, though, that 
PowerBoost 2.0 is out, which patches 
OS-9 to run in native mode on the 6309 
and is also more "stable". Pity, as I 
want something to take advantage of 
the 6309 1 have in my machine. 

Dave Wordell: ...along with Lee 
Veal (proud owner of the original CoCo 
1) was there with two tutorial video 
tapes, one on getting started with OS-9 
and the other on installing a 6309. This 
new tape was very well put together 
and showed up-close how to remove 
the 6809 and install the new chip. Also 
of interest was the Planet Engine for 
OS-9. It is a CoCo planetarium with 
amazingly nice graphics. If you are a 
star buff, buy this now! Very 
professional and pretty fast, too! 

Mid Iowa & Country CoCo 
Library Booth: Hundreds of club disks 
for sale at $3/each including interesting 
"Orphan ware" items. I had no idea 
they had that much RS-DOS software! 

Sundog Systems: The remaining 
premier game company for the CoCo's 
software did not arrive in time, so all 
that was running was a demo of the 
much-awaited Contras game, and it 
looked very nice. If you have seen the 
Nintendo version, I think you would 
find the CoCo version quite acceptable, 
with two player mode and everything. 
Like two-player games? Well, what 
are you waiting for? 
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Zebra Systems: Also did not 
make it. 

Andy LaVelle: SBUG was there 
with ne w^sed disk drives, Radio Shack 
software, carrying cases, mini-paper 
shredders, disks, etc., etc., etc. He will 
probably be selling the Sub-Etha 
products at the Seattle mini -Fest 
planned later this year. (I bought a 3.5" 
drive w/adapler for less than $40) He 
also had some modified 12V CoCo 
disk controllers modified to handle the 
1 .44 Meg floppy drives. How come no 
one told me we could use these high 
density floppy drives with only minor 
modifications to our controllers? 

DS-69B Digitizer Booth: A 
MicroWorks digitizer was hooked up 
to a laser printer and snap-shots were 
taken. Apparently the old HP Ink Jet 
printer driver works fine on this laser 
printer. Later, M. Hawkings and T. 
Earls, who were two of the guys who 
worked on Super Extended Color Basic, 
made an appearance. You could have 
your picture taken with them and a disk 
would be sent later for $3 with the file 
on it. This basically let you be the 
"third" mugateer from the Ctrl-Alt- 
Reset picture hidden inside the CoCo 
3. 

Glenside Club & Chicago Fest 
Glenside was there with Carl Boll and 
his hacked CoCo in tower case and a 
terminal feeding off of Scott 
Griepentrog's MM/1 around the room. 
They were talking up the Chicago Fest, 
which promises to be one heck of a 
show. 

Sportsware, Inc.: T. J. 
Clemmens was there making custom 
Fest t- shirts on the spot. Instead of 
printing up hundreds of single color 
white shirts. Mid Iowa had a nice four 
color transfer made which was pressed 
onto shirts as you requested. Kind of 
neat and a NICE looking shirt for $12. 
They were heavy duty gray shirts, and 
possibly the best shirts at any Fest in 
; recent years. 

StG Net: Scott Griepcntrog and 
Paul Jerkatis hung around running two 
extra terminals from Scott's MM/1 as 
they worked on code for the StG BBS 
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package version 4 to be released within 
the next few months. Some of the beta 
modules looked truly incredible. Is it 
just me or were there a lot of MM/1 's at 
this show?

Wi th our 1 as 1 1 arge-sc ale support 
magazine, The Rainbow, now gone, 
Color Computer enthusiasts have only 
a few choices for keeping in touch and 
informed: CoCoclubs, newsletters, and 
on-line services. It is the latter that I 
wish to discuss at this time. 

Allow me to introduce myself. 
My name is Allen Huffman and I am 
currently the "COCO-SYSOP" on 
GEnie, the General Electric Network 
for Information Exchange. Currently, 



Delphi is the premier online service for 
Color Computer support. However, 
there are many places that simply do 
not have access to Delphi without long 
distance charges. GEnie is proud to 
boast more local dial-up lines than any 
other national service. With the addition 
of access through the SprintNet 
network, GEnie has expanded their 
access even further. There are access 
numbers in Canada, Hawaii, and even 
Japan, so it is truly a worldwide network. 
If you want a way to stay in touch on a 
national level but cannot find a service 
in your area, check into GEnie. 

GEnie pricing is one of the 
overall lowest in the industry. There is 
no signup fee. You pay a GEnie*Basic 
fee of $4.95 a month for "unlimited 
non-prime access (6pm-8am)" of over 
100 services including mail, shopping, 
educational services, and general 
message areas. Computer-specific 
messaging, downloads, multi-user 
games and conferencing is billed at a 
reasonable rate of $6/hour. The Tandy 
area is under this $6/hour price scheme. 
Please note that some local dial-up 
numbers (and SprintNet numbers) do 
carry an additional $2/hour surcharge. 
Al so, for those who don ' t have a GEn i e 
number in your town, GEnie now offers 
1-800 access for an extra $6/hour! Now 
you can access GEnie from anywhere 
in the US . toll-free. To top itoff , GEnie 
even offers a money -back guarantee. 
If, during your first month, you decide 
not to continue with GEnie, they will 
refund yo ur first month ' s $4 ,95 charge . 

But what does GEnie offer in the 
way of Color Computer and OS9/OSK 
support? Quite a bit, actually. There are 
over 600 files available and several 
CoCo vendors are online to offer 
support. We are currently working to 
bring more vendors and CoCo clubs 
online. If you arc a vendor and would 
like to offer product support through 
GEnie, please get in touch with mc! If 
you arc already using Delphi, there is 
probably no reason to want to "switch" 
to GEnie. But, if you do not have ace ess 
to Delphi, GEnie truly makes an 
excellent alternative. Besides, you 
might find enough "free" services to 



keep you happy and exploring for years ! 

Hopefully I will be able to 
provide more specific comments on 
GEnie ' s Color Computcr/OS9 support 
in future issues of UpTime. Until then, 
if you would like to find out more about 
GEnie, call voice at 1-800-638-9363. 
From there you can request information, 
obtain access numbers, or just talk to a 
representative if you have specific 
questions. I would really like to see you 
online. It is more important now than 
ever before to stick together and stay in 
touch! 

GEnie Technical Notes', After 
obtaining a GEnie access number, set 
your terminal parameters to 8 Bits, No 
Parity, 1 Stop Bit and use Half Duplex 
(self -echo). Dial into GEnie and after 
you are "CONNECTed", type "HHH". 
(This "wakes up" GEnie and lets it 
know what baud rate you arc calling 
at.) You will then see a"U#=" prompt. 
At this prompt, type "SIGNUP" then 
follow the instructions. Have a major 
credit card or checking account 
information ready and soon you will be 
set! 

Note: If you prefer to use full- 
duplex operation with GEnie, at the 
"U#-" prompL, type Ctrl-R first. For 
the duration of this call GEnie should 
echo characters backtoyou. Officially, 
though, GEnie recommends half- 
duplex.
